by Street Car Men, Two 
Whom Are Injured.

POLICE, CALLED TO SCENE. 


Car Boarded by Baiting Party 
Run Off to Lonely Prairie 
and Reinforcements 

Called.

Two pitchéd battles took place at 9:30 and 
10 o’Clock last night between the 5-cent fare 


men. Two employés of the car companies 
nursed bruised anda bleeding faces as a direct 
result, and for the fifst time the"police were 
called into the warfare. 

Superintendent Weidenfellar of the Con- 
solidated company planned to teach the cru- 
saders a lesson, as he put it, and had the car 
which they had boarded run out to the lonely 
prairie at Forty-eighth avenue and West 
Madison street. There it was held until a 
second car loadéd with street car men caught 
up with it. The conductor of the first car, 
George Clementi, No. 348, had not even asked 
the majority of the inmates for their fares, 
and for this reason the attack is held by the 
crusaders to be without justification. When 
the second car approached a stocky man 
wearing a light fedora hat and a sweater ran 
forward and at once took part in the 
“ bouncing” of the citizens. Three other 
cars had -come up and stopped, and their 
crews entered the cars, vented the stocky 
bruiser in the sweater. 

‘Slugger Strfkes Passengers. 

One of the first to offer resistance was P. 

Loding, 232 Waller avenue, and he gave the 


youth. He clung to seats, railings, doors, 
and everything that offered ahold. This had 
the effect of making the car men lose their 
tempers; and they began handling him rough- 
ly. Although they were six to one, it took 
fully three minutes to get him on the plat- 
form. Then’ he was shoved off backward. 
As he struck the ground the man in the light 
hat cried: | 

** Get off likea gentleman, why don’t you?”’. 
and struck Loding full on the cheek, 
_ Loding staggered. back into the crowd. 

** He struck me,” he. cried, and the crowd 


on the outside gave a roar. 
. The man ran back into the car again, and . 


the next one to be thrown out was Richard 
Sullivan, 328 South Waller avenue. The 


Sullivan in the same manner, but Sullivan 
“ ducked avoided it. 


Chases the Bruiser. 

‘Taking. “the, Austin’ men one at a time it 
took ‘the’ half dozen street car men half an 
hour to clear the car. Then the man in the 
white’ hat was seen walking around the end 
of the car to board ohe headed for the barns. 

‘“‘ That’s the slugger. Catch him and give 
him a dose of his own medicine,” cried a by- 
stander. 

The fighting blood of every one was roused 
to a high pitch, and & dozen ran after the man 
in the white hat. Ashe ran up on the front 
platform of the e&ast-bound car two men 
jumped from the ranks of his pursuers and 
leaped on his back, throwing him down on 
the platform. His face struck the boards, 
and he was badly bruised. — 

Jumping to his feet, the street car man 
threw off his assailants and caught up the 
heavy iron bar used by motormen for open- 
ing switches. With a cry of rage he leaped 
from the platform and, swinging the bar 
about. his head, charged the crowd. 

Every one scattered, and preparations 
were being made for an attack en masse, 


street-car man under his protection. His 

fighting spirit had gone down considerably, 

and he enjoyéd the-protection of the officer. 
Police Refuse to Interfere. 

The battle on the prairie was the second 
one of the evening. The first occurred 
when, the “baiters’’ was ejected from u 
West Madison stréet cable train at Central 
Park avenue.

The cable line was tied up on the one track 
for half an hour, and in the mélée windows 
were broken in the car and the passengers 
had their clothes torn. A full dozen car men 
participated, and one gripman, who gave 
his name as W. C. Stégge, who tried rough 
work. in handling one passenger, was set 
upon by the others and badly injured. 

The street car mén in this case’completed 
their ejectment after six cable trains had 
lined up behind*the one stopped, and the 
street was filled with spectators.

UNION WORKERS OF CHICAGO 
‘MAY SPOIL A BRIDE’S PLANS. 


Pickets of Two Big Organizations Are 

Looking for an Employing Tailor 

of Lima, 0., Who Has Brought a 

Trunkful of Unfinished Garments 

Here for Sewing—He Has a Strike 

\ on His Hands and May Have Other 
\Trewbles. 


Two great labor unions, numbering more 
than 5,000 working men and women, are 
looking for a bride’s trousseau. It is cut out 
and ready for the machine and is packed ina 
trunk which is — somewhere in the City of 
Chicago. 

A dozen or more union pickets stationed 
at the railroad depots sought to discover ‘t 
yesterday, but it @scaped them. Now the 
members of the unions are scanning all in- 


| coming parcels at the shops in which they. 


are employed in the hope of finding it before 
it has been completed. 

If found it will be held up regardless of the 
entreaties of the bride-elect orthe p'eadings 
of the tailor who has the order. 


Send Men to All Depots. 

The search for the trunk began yesterday 
morning. Journeymen tailors employed by 
L. P. Furnas in Lima, O., who are out on a 
stri telegraphed Business Agent William 
Hartman of the Journeyman Tailors’ union 


Chicago with a trunk containing a complete 
wedding trousseau, which had to ae com- 
pleted by next Monday. 

Mr.-Hartman immediately summoned a 
staff of members of the union and sent them 
to the railroad stations to watch for the in- 
coming ‘trunk, while others searched the 
hotels to see if Mr. Furnas had arrived. 

Unable to obtain any trace of the trunk or 
Mr: Furnas, Mr. Hartman vfsited C. V. Pe- 
terson, secretary of the Custom Clothing 
Workers, and besought his assistance in 
seeking the lost trunk. Mr. Peterson and a 
delegation of the Custom Clothing Workers 
joined the search. They visited all the es- 
tablishments where fashionable tailoring is 
done and warned employés who do piece 
work to watch for the trousseau. 


Furnas Also Missing. 

“Tf we can just get some trace of Mr. 
Furnas we'll soon find the trunk,” said Mr. 
Hartman. ‘* Unfortunately he seems to have 
disappeared as completely as the trunk, al- 
though we are satisfied he is somewhere in 
the cfty.”’ 

The tailors have nothing against the young 
woman who ordered the trousseau, and do 
not even know her name. They regret to 
interfere with wedding plans, but they insist 
that the success of the strike of the Journey- 
men Tailors’ union in Lima is dependent 
upon the success of the two organizations 
here in locating the trunk. The Journeymen 
Tailors and the Custom Clothing Workers 
will appeal to the United Garmentmakers 
and’ the Clothing Cutters’ organizations to- 
day if they do not succeed in finding the 
trunk. This will set nearly 10,000 persons 
on watch for the wedding outfit.

CROWD IN CAR VACCINATED -

Vehicle Because *‘Doctor” 
Case as Smallpox. 


New York, March 27.~—[Special.]—There 
were twenty-five passengers on a-south- 
bound Fordham trolley car which reached 
One Hundred and Ejightieth street and 
Third avenue about 3 o’clock this afternoon. 
One of these passengers was a middle-aged 
man, who sat up in a corner and who hada 
rash on his face. Another was a man who 
had a goatee and who said he was a physician 
from Wakefield. ;

GOING 10 COUNCIL 


Attorney Gurley Says Com- 
pany May Spend $20,000,- 
000 if Long Franchise 
Is Granted. 


READY TO FACE THE ISSUE 


To Comply with Aldermanic Or- 
der and Submit Its Pro- 
gram on the Date 
Specified. 


CLINGS TO FIVECENT FARES. 


‘The Union Traction company will meet 
the terms of the Chicago City Council, as 
outlined in the recent Palmer order, and will 
epply for a renewal of its franchise. Thouga 
the. time allotted to the company—until June 
15—is. too short, yet by that date I think the 
directors will have their proposal ready for 
submission to the Aldermen. It was dis- 
cussed at the New York meeting yesterday, 
and our course practically was agreed on.”’ 

Such, according to William W. Gurley, at- 
torney for the Union Traction company, is 
the policy to be. pursued by that railway 
system. With President John M. Roach he 
returned yesterday afternoon from New 
York, where they attended a meeting of the 
Board of Directors, called to discuss the 
Chicago situation. 

The Eastern stockholders admittedly arc 
worried over the condition of affairs and are 
urging a settlement. 


Improvement Scheme Outlined. 

“To meet the’ City Council ordér is no 
mean task,’’ continued Mr. Gurley. ‘* To 
properly comply with that order we must 
guarantee a perfect equipment—the best of 
rails, superior motive power, and the most 
improved cars. Any flaw in the solution 
would result in a tremendous expense, and 
the question of economy is the greatest ques- 
tion of all. So important are these matters 
that the days in which the board held its 
sessions were given over almost exclusively 
to their discussion. 


To Discuss Conditions. 

“The meeting primarily was called to im- 
press upon the Eastern stockholders the 
physical condition of the system. >From time 
to time letters have been sent out explain- 
ing all this, and yet the letters did not seem 
sufficient; So, armed with facts and figures, 
Mr. Roach personaly went to explain mat- 
ters.”’ 

“Are the Eastern stockholders seriously 
worried over the situation here?” was asked. 
__“* Not nearly as they were,.Yeta 
thorough discussion was the only course. 
We talked over the motive power, the tunnel 
| situation, the underground conduits, possi- 
Bie? Sbways, cost of equipment, doing away 
with the cables, the buying of modern cars, 
municipal ownership, and so on. Nothing 


We will hold another meeting here the first 
week of April and then a @efinite decision 
will be reached.” 


No Hope for Overhead Wires. 

| “Can you outline the program?” 

‘Well, we recognize that the overhead 
system will not be permitted in the heart of 
Chicago. The’Council will never consent to 
it, and that may mean many things.” 

‘‘ But there is a demand for the under- 
ground system as far north as North ave- 
nue and as far west as Ashland boulevard.” 

“That preposition we do not consider se- 
riously, for it is foolish. Now, as to lower- 
Ang the tunnels, we believe if we are forced 
to do the work we shou'd have some com- 
pensation. We have fought along that line 
and I believe will continue to do so. Wiil 
that come up in the proposal we will make? 
1 suppose it will.’ 

“What would be the cost of carrying out 
the improvements discussed the direc- 
tors?’ 

May Spend $20,000,000. 

“It would cost between $15,000,000 and 
$20,000,000, exclusive of the conduits. To 
buy new cars of the latest pattern would 
require $4,000,000. ' The money cannot be 
found to carry out 80 ambitious a program 
upless proper safeguards are ‘forthcoming. 
Men with money do not care to trust in a 
year by year franchise which involves im- 
possible conditions and a rate of compensa- 
tion that wiil eat away the profits.” 

“The extreme demand for a three-cent 
fare and a 20 per cent compensation is non- 
sense. The system cannot be run on such 
a basis. The five-cent fare is vital. It never 
will be lowered. The roads will not consent 
to it. 

“The investors must know they are to get 
a legitimate profit and when the term of 
franchise has expired, from what I know, 
there is no great objection to municipal 
ownership, providing a fair remuneration is 
paid. Municipal ownership was discussed 
and not unfavorably.” 


‘ Disputes Consolidation Rumor. 

‘While you were in the East there were 
rumors of a consolidation deal between Chi: 
cago City railway and Union Traction. How 
about that?” 

“So far as I know hothing has been done 
along that line. What the future may bring 
forth I do not know.” 

Mr. Gurley did not believe the referendum 
proposition at the coming election would be 

a factor one way fr the other. “ Of course, 
sl will be an ‘expression of sentiment, but 
that is all,” he said.

Meysenburg Shows the Way. 

Meysenburg said he had 200 shares in an 
electrical company which had been made ab- 
solutely worthless by the establishment vf 
the Kinloch Telephone company, which is 
practically owned by the Suburban interests. 
Stack then volunteered to see that Meysen- 
burg did not lose by being a friend of the 
Suburban company. It was only a matter of 
time them until Meysenburg was paid $9,000 
of Suburban money for his 200 shares of 
worthless certificates, the bill reported from 
his committee to the Counci] and passed. 

The case was fought by strong corporation 
backing and every effort was made to clear 
Meysenburg and defeat in advance kindred 
cases in which Assemblymen, lobbyists, and 
corporation officials have already been in- 
dicted. 


Accused Given Every Chance. | 


The instructions of Judge Douglas were 
deemed favorable to the prisoner, especial- 
ly that part of his instructions which said 
that the law presumed business transactions 
between parties are made in good faith, and 
it devolved upon the State to show beyond 
a reasonable doubt in this case not only that 
the defendant, Meysenburg, sold the shares 
of stock to the witness, Philip Stock; not 
only did the defendant, Meysenburg, ac- 
cept and receive the $8,966, or some other 
sum for said stock, but the State must show, 
and beyond a reasonable doubt,. that 
Meysenburg received the money «under an 
efpress agreement that unless and until the 
money was paid he, as a member of the City 
Council, would resist and oppose the passage 
of the proposed ordinance. 

The jury was instructed that anes it was 
satisfied that the defendant made an express 
agreement to vote for the traction bill he 
must be found not guilty. ° 


Other Checks Were Presented. 

In the morning session the State called 
Charles O. Austin, cashier of the Mechanics’ 
Bank, who stated that the defendant, Mey- 
senburg, presented at the MecHanics’ Bank 
the $0,000 check bearing the name of Stock 
and himself. Mr. Austin, continuing, stated 
that not only the check for $9,000 presented 
by Meysenburg but other checks presented 
by the same individual in July 1900, were 
subjects of comment and discussion among 
the officials of the bank. Austin said Meysen- 
burg had on occasions previous to the $9,000 
transaction asked him to cash checks that 
were not properly indorsed. 

This flatly contradieted Meysenburg’s tes- 
timony amd seemed to have a marked effect 
with the jury. Meysenburg swore that he 
had not presented the $9,000 check at the 
Mechanics’ Bank before visiting the German 
Savings Institution. 

The defense will file a motion for an appeal 
tomorrow.

He pointed it out to the boys and 
offéred them 35 cents each to take the wire 
for him toa junk shop. They took the wire. 
and started away, when from behind a 
board fence Detective Burns from police 
headquarters made his appearance and put 
them under arrest. Schneider was not mo- 
lested. 

Burns was on the spot owing to a telephone 
message from Lawyer E. J. Burrough, who 
is employed by the telephone company, and 
who told him that the wire was about to be 
stolen. 

Justices Hinsdale, Mayer, and Wyatt, who 
were on the Special Session bench, began at 
this point a series of questions which brought 
out the allegations that the telephone com- 
pany has offered a reward of $50 to the 
policeman who should get a conviction of a 
wire stealer and $200 for the conviction of a.

VETO FOILS PLAN: 
TO ABET MERGER 


Iowa Governor Sees Scheme 
in Bill Giving Railways 
Unlimited Credit. 


TELLS REASONS FOR ACT. 


Declares Measure Would Place 
Hill-Morgan Lines in Posi- 
tion to Laugh at Laws. 


IS PRAISED FOR HIS STAND. 


Des Moines, Ia., Match 27.—[Special.]— 
Governor Cummins today returned to the 
Senate without his approval the bill re- 
moving the limit of indebtedness from rail- 
road corporations, which, it has been 
charged, was passed in the interest of the 
Great Northern merger. Governor Cum- 
mins, in his message accompanying the veto, 
sets out in strong language the things which 
led him to withhold his signature, and which 

may be summarized as follows: 

He believes the bill to be repugnant to the 
constitution, in that laws of @ general nature should 
be uniform in operation. 

The classification is arbitrary and groundless. 

It not only segregates railroad corporations 
which extend beyond the State, but limits the 
privileges conferred to railroad corporations own- 
ing or opérating a railroad in this State and any 
other State. 3 

It is a radical departure in the policy which 
has controlled the State for more than fifty years. 

Its substantial effect would be to overcome real 
or imaginary difficulties growing out of the pur- 
chase of the stock of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad company by the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific railroad companies, and its 
enactment into law would be subversive of the 
best interests of the people. 


Says Discrimination Is Palpable. 

= Governor declares in his veto that a 
brief analysis of the bill in connection with 
the existing law of the State will indicate 
clearly the point of repugnance. He says: 

“The bill under. examination removes a 
certain class of corporations entirely from 
any limitation or restriction respecting the 
amount of indebtedness that may be lawful- 
ly créated. The class of corporations thus 
removed is described in the bill as follows: 
‘ Any railroad corporation owning or operat- 
ing a railroad or railroads in this or any 
other State.’ 

‘The language so used divides, primarily, 
railway corporatidns into two classes: First, 
those corporations which own or operate a 
line or lines of railway lying wholly within 
the State; second, those which own or oper- 
ate a line or lines of railway lying partly 
within the State and partly without the 
State. The railway companies constituting 
the former class, and there are many in the 
State of lowa, remain under the restrictions, 
whatever they are, of the statute. The rall- 
way companies of the latter class—and at 
this time they are few in number—are in- 
vested by the bill with additional privileges 
and powers in that they are permitted to in- 
cur indebtedness without limitation. It is, 
therefore, palpable, that a sharp discrimina- 
tion between the two classes of railway com- 
panies is proposed, and the inquiry arises, 
has the General Assembly constitutional 
power to create the discrimination?’ 


Would Aid Only Old Roads. 
The Governor draws the conclusion that 
no such privileges were ever granted as those 
contemplated in this bill. He says: 

“The purpose of all the enlargements 
which have hitherto been made have been 
to encourage the building of railways; but 
this bill declares that a line must be already 
built before the company owning it would 
have the right to incur indebtedness without 
limit. | respectfully submit that such a 
classification can find no warrant in our 
constitution and must fall when tested by 
the authority which controls both the Gen- 
eral Assembly and the Executive. 

“If, however, the bill were in harmuny 
with the constitution, I would be unable'to 
give it my approval, for the’reason that it 
is so radical a departure from the policy 
which has controlled the State in its relation 
to corporations for more than a half cen- 
tury, and its effect would in my judgment be 
so subversive of the best interests of the 
people that it well deserves further con- 
sideration by the General 

No Need of Big Bond Issues. 

The Governor names the Burlington, Cedar 
Rapids and Northern, and the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific as two roads to 
which the bill would more specifically apply, 
and said hé was not advised that it was pro- 
posing any betterments for either of these 
lines that cannot be paid for out of its earn- 
ings. .The improvements which have been 
made by both these roads have been paid for 
out of their earnings, and therefore he is 
convinced there is no necessity for the bill 
under consideration in order to enable either 
of these lines to be operated more economi- 
cally or safely. And the Governor adds: 

“If there were such necessity it is mani- 
fest that the proper and natural amendment 
to the statutes would bé to enlarge the rights 
of all railway companies organized under the 
laws of this State to issue bonds for the im- 
provement or the betterment of railways, 
instead of wholly removing every limit and 
poo nya respecting the creation of indebt- 

ess. 


Sees Plot to Aid Merger. 

“In view of these conditions, which are 
well known and are a part of the history of 
the State, I cannot resist the belief that the 
real application of the proposed amendment 
would not be to enable the two or three rail- 
way companies, to which it would apply to 
improve their properties for their own profit 
and for the advantage of the people, but that 
its only substantial effect would be to over- 
come real or imaginary difficulties growing 
out of the purchase of the stock of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railway com- 
pany by the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific railroad companies.” 


Burlington’s Move Part of Plan. 

The Governor called attention to the fact 
that on Oct. 16 the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad filed in the Recorder's office 
of Des Moines County, this State, articles 
of incorporation of the *“ Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy company,’’ with an author- 
ized capital stock of $100,000,000, and the 
right to begin business when $10,000 of the 
capital stock had been subscribed. . Prior to 
last October the company had operated un- 
der the laws of Illinols and speaking of the 
change to Iowa and its connection with the 
merger plans, the Governor says: 

“It is not difficult if inquiry be made to 
find the motive for the organization of this 
company. The old company, which had been 
#0 progperous, could not, either by reason of 
the laws of Illinois or by reason of what had 
occurred in the purchase of its stock by the 
two Minnesota companies, create the vol- 
ume of indebtedness whigh those who were 
interested desired to create. It was there- 
fore n to add another corporation, 
and Iowa was chosen for its domicile."’ 


May Try to Pass Bill Over Veto. 

The representatives of the railroads were 
present in great numbers, and their activity 
addded much to the interest of the scene. 
It. was reported after adjournment thet an 
attempt would be made to pass the bill over 
the veto, but the leaders expreea the opinion 
that this cannot be done, .The bill passed the 
Senate with little opposition, but many Sena- 
tors now gay they voted without a full know!l- 
edge of the facts and will not support a 
movement to defeat the veto. —

WHISKY MEN ORGANIZE 
TO FIGHT PROHIBITION. 


National Association to Be Formed and 
Speakers Sent to States Where the 
“Dry” Element Is Strong. 


Louisville, Ky., March 27.—A secret meet- 
ing of representatives of Louisville's whisky 
interests—manufacturing and jobbing—was 
held at the Galt House this afternoon to re- 
vive the National Protective association, or- 
ganized in Chicago in 1886 to wage war 
against the Prohibition movement and to en- 
deavor to show that “ prohibition laws are 
ineffectual.’’ 

The association will be a national organ-. 
zation...It will have its headquarters in 
Louisville, and will be supported by a fund 
to which the distilling and liquor jobbing 
interests of the entire country are expected 
to contribute. It is understood that the or- 
ganization will have unlimited financia] 
backing, for representatives of the trade 
everywhere are taking a deep interest in the 
movement, and have already authorized the 
promoters of the organization to call on 
them for funds. The money will be used in 
employing speakers to conduct cam- 


paigns in States’ where the Prohibi- 
tionists are strong, in distributing 
printed matter, in employing statis- 


ticians and writers on economic subjects, and 
anti-prohibition arguments particularly. 
Steps will be taken to hold a national con- 
vention of liquor men, at which a permanent 
organization will be made. A prominent 


distiller, discussing the meeting, said: 


“The trade is clamoring for the organ- 
ization, and there is apparently little doubt 
of its success. The entire trade of the coun- 
try will be combined on a campaign of edu- 


cation. We have received numerous letters 


from distilling concerns offering tis $100, 


$200, $400, and $500 a year for a period of 


five years. None of these concerns is large. 
Concerns with more capital will give more 
money.”’

Beginning April 2, following election day, 
Chicago will get on with 250 less policemen 
than are now employed in guarding life and 
property in the city. Ina general order is- 
sued yesterday Chief of Police O’Nelill re- 
quires that after April 1 not less than one- 
ninth of the men at each police station must 
be on vacation without pay. All ranks, 
from Chief O’Neill down, will share in the 
general cut, 

During the summer months a larger per- 
centage will be permitted to take vacations, 
says the Chief, so that as few members as 


-possible may be on vacation during the 


months of November and December, when 
the necessity of police vigilance is greatest. 


Vacations in Rotation. 

*“ Commanding officers will consult the 
convenience of their subordinates as far 
as possible in the matter of vacations, but 
when at any time a sufficient number do hot 
apply, commanding officers must select the 
others to make up the required percentage, 
beginning with the patrolmen at the top 
of the time roll, going down in rotation until 
all have taken the vacations necessary to 
meet the deficiency in the annual appropria- 
tion,

shortage for the current year, a loss of 
thirty-four days’ wages by each member 
would be. required. As only thirty days’ 
vacation for each member is called for, the

Gartz, treasurer of the company. ‘** We have 
Mr. McGann’s bill, but we don’t know 
hwhether the claim is good or not.”’ 

What the company did, according to its 
officials, was to build coveredbridges con- 
necting its buildings. Both Judd and Wilson 
streets end in railroad tracks, and accord- 
ing to Mr. Gartz are not thoroughfares. The 
bridges, which connect the ground floors, are 
built close to the railroad tracks. 


Bill Sent by Mr. McGann. 


Mr. McGann’'s note to the company with 
the bill was as follows: : 

“*T transmit herewith a bill for use and oc- 
cupancy of the following streets by your 
company:

** Value at $2 a square foot, $20,184; at an 
annual rental of 5 per cent per annum for two 
and a haif years, to April 16, 1902, $2,523."’ 

The redemption of this land and the possi- 
ble collection of back rent for its occupancy 
will probably be the only result of Alderman 
Brenner’s bribery charges. Information fur- 
nished by him led the Controller to investi- 
gate the ground occupied by the company, 
with the resuit that part of it was found to 
be in use without authority. 

It was said that since Alderman Brenner 
went before the grand jury with his state- 
ments the company began to tear down its 
runways and was vacating the ground. Mr. 
Gartz said that he had no knowledge that 
any buildings of the company were being 
taken down. . 

The company applied for a permit to bulild 
on the disputed ground on Oct. 16,1899. It 
was not granted, according to the city real 
festate agent, Paine Harrington, but the 

proceeded afterwards to occupy the 
space without authority. 


Grand Jury Hears Charges. 


So far as the grand jury is concerned with 
the bribery charges the members of that body 
have no evidence in their hands except the 
conflicting statements of Alderman Brenner 
on the one side and Alderman Henry L. 
Fick on the other. The latter appeared be- 
fore the jury during the day, told his story 
within ten minutes, and then was allowed 
to go with little or no questioning. 

Brenner’s claims that Fick and a fore- 
man of the Crane company had promised 
him he ‘‘ would be well cared for’’ if. he 
withdrew his opposition to the alley vaca- 
tion ordinance were vigorously denied by 
Fick.

PRAINER TORN BY A BEAR 


FELLED TO THE FLOOR AND BIT- 
TEN BY ANGRY BEAST. 


Frederick Weizer Attacked by the An- 
imal and Saved from Death by Time- 
ly Arrival of Assistance—Body Lac- 
erated by Huge Jaws of the Brute— 
Bruin Tears Chain from Fastening 
and Drives Occupants from Build- 
ing—Recaptured by Owner. 


Attacked by a huge cinnamon bear which 
he had been exercising in a barn at 1448 
Wabash avenue yesterday afternoon, Fred- 
erick Weizer, an animgl trainer, lies in the 
Samaritan Hospital seffering from several 
serious wounds. The timely help of two 
men who were attracted to the spot by 
Welizer’s cries is all that saved his life, for 
the bear had felled him to the floor and was 
biting and clawing him. : 

Five large bears belonging to Payl Eallee, 
a professional performer, have been kept in 
the barn for nearly a week, and it was 
Weizer's duty to exercise the animals every 
day. At noon yesterday he entered the place 
alone and took three of the bears from their 
cages. Two of them’were chained in a cor- 
ner, while the third, the cinnamon bear; was 
chained in the center of the room, with a 
liberty of about ten feet. 


Attacked by the Bear. 


After the customary exercise Weizer start- 
ed to unchain the cinnamon bear to return 
it to the cage. As he bent over the ring in 
the floor the bear crept up behind him and 
leaped on his back, at the same time seizing 
his right hip in its teeth. Weizer was thrown 
to the floor, with the bear standing over him. 
He struggled to free himself, and this aroused 
the fury of the beast, which sunk its claws 
into the man’s flesh. Weizer turned on his 
side, but this proved no advantage, for the 
bear at once seized his hip in its jaws. 

The wounded man shouted lustily for nelp 
and attracted De Witt L. Curtis, a stone- 
mason, engaged in making repairs on the 
building, who made his appearance at a rear 
door. At the same time E. F. Morrow, col- 
ored, entered at the front door, but they 
would not at first venture on the floor for fear 
the bear would turn upon them, as they could 
not see he was chained. : 

Curtis finally gained sufficient courage to 
enter the room. Picking up a piece of a 
broken grindstone he cautiously approached 
the bear. With a blow on the head he 
stunned the animal for a moment, which 
loosened its grip and gave him a chance to 
drag the injured man out of further danger. 
Weizer’s clothing had been torn to shreds by 
the teeth and claws of the beast, and he was 
bleeding from many gashes. 


Bear Gains Its Liberty. 

Deprived of its victim, the thoroughly mad- 
dened bear tugged furiously on its chaen. 
Weizer had partly untione the fastening, and 
a’ few hard tugs completed the work, Mrs. 
Eallee, wife of the owner of the animals, 
entered the barn, but when she learned what 
had occurred she feared to approach bruin, 
although it was the animal she had appeared 
with in performances. When the bear suc- 
ceeded in liberating itself she joined.the rest 
in a hurried escape from the floor, locking 
the doors. 

Bruin explored the place, and then entered 
a washroom, and was eagerly lapping up. the 
water in a tub when Curtis secured a long 
pole and closed the door. 

Paul Eallee was summoned and entered the 
room without hesitation. He quietly took 
up the chain and led the bear to its cage.) 


Trainer’s Wounds Severe. . 


Weizer was removed to the hospital, where 
the surgeons pronounced his wounds severe 
but not dangerous. Several required stitches 
to close them. There were five deep gashes 
on the right thigh, one on the abdomen, and 
another on the left breast. The body ofthe 
victim was covered with deep scratches from 
the bear’s claws. Weizer is 28 years old, and 
lives at 1353 Wabash avenue. He recently 
came to Chicago from Germany, where he 
followed animal training for fifteen years.

“In October, 1897,” said Miss Marrow, 
‘trouble arose between my mother and Mr. 
Renham over the hired girl, whom he wanted 
to discharge. He picked up the servant girl 
and the rocking chair she was seated in and 
threw them out of the back door. Then he 
chased my mother and myself out of the 

nt door. 
nt When mother went back to the house he 
had the baby in one arm and with the other 
hand he struck mother a number of blows. 
He also struck the t girl, giving her a 
eye.

“Tn February, 1901, Mr. Benham broke 
open the door leading to mother’s room at 
5 o’clock in the morning and. pulled me out 
of bed. Two days after that he broke open 
the door to mother’s room again, and after 
pulling her out of bed put her in a chair. 
Then he knocked her out of it. On another 
eccasion he tore mother’s shirt waist off 


from her.”

TION HAS THE SMALEPOX 


TWO HUNDRED OF DOWIE’S FOL- 
LOWERS HELD IN QUARANTINE. 


Porter Employed in the Michigan Av- 
enue “College” Is a Victim of the 
Malady and Others of the Faithful 
Must Remain Prisoners Within the 
Building for Twenty Days at Least— 
Compulsory Vaccination Discussed 
by the Health Authorities 


Two hundred followers of John Alexander 
Dowie are in quarantine at 1254 Michigan 
avenue as a result of the discovery of a case 
of smallpox in the building. They will be 
prisoners for the next twenty days, even 
should no other cases of the disease develop. 

The subject of compulsory vaccination of 
all the inmates of the building is under dis- 
eussion in the city Health department, and 
Elijah II. may be forced to bare his arm to 
the vaccine point. For the present, however, 
Commissioner -Reynolds is satisfied that the 
health of the public will be protected by the 
quarantine. 

Every exit of the building is guarded by 
policemen from the Harrison Street Police 
Station. On the bulletin board at the main 
entrance is a’ large yellow card on which is 
printed: 


DOWIE ZION COLLEGE. ) 
SMALLPOX HERE—BULLETIN.

Frederick Speller, a porter, was the cause 
of the embar After he had been taken to 
the hospital Dr. C. H. Perrigo told the Elders 
that he was going to vaccinate every person 
in the house, but this proposition aroused 
such a“storm of protest that the idea was 
dropped for the present. 

‘“*I have not decided to order the vaccina- 
tion of every person in the building,” said 
Health Commissioner Reynolds, “ for I do 
not consider it necessary at present. The 
question is being discussed, ,.however, and 
we may conclude to enforce the law. The 
Dowie people chose to go into quarantine 
rather than submit to vaccination, and this 
suffices to protect the public.’’ 


TEAM DRIVER FINED $25 
FOR CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 


Employer Also Notified by Alderman. 


That a Similar Offense by Any of 
His Men Would Forfeit His Contract. 


For cruelty to animals, George Smith, a 
teamster, was fined $25 and costs yesterday 
by Justice Mahoney of the Sheffield Avenue 
Station, and was severely reprimanded by 
the court. Further, one of the Aldermen of 
the Twenty-first Ward called on Andrew. 
Johnson at Schiller street and North Park 
avenue, the owner of the team driven by 
Smith, and said he would rather forfeit $100 
than have such a charge made against any 
one in his ward, and that if such a charge 
were ever again brought home to any one 
hauling from his ward he would see to it that 
the owner lost the contract for removing 
garbage. 

The complaint against Smith was filed by 
Franz L. Braun, 931 avenue, and in 
the trial of the case yesterday it was shown 
that Smith had knocked down one of the 
team under his charge by a blow over the 
eye with a pickax, and, after the animal was 
down, he beat and otherwise ill-treated it in 
a shameful manner. It developed dlso that 
all the dump superintendents had beey noti- 
fied from the City Hall that, on any cruelty 
to animals being brought to their notice, 
they were at once to dismiss the perpetrator. 

President Shortall of the Illinois Huraane 
society, on learning of the action of Justice 
Mahoney, thanked him in behalf of the so- 
clety for his thorough and adequate treat- 
ment of the case. Officer George Nolan of 
the society assisted in the prosecution. 


BENCH WARRANT FOR GASTER. 


Attorney Furthmann’s Client Leaves 
Kenosha and Court. Declares 
His Bond Forfeited. 


Attorney Edmund Furthmann.: appeared 
before Judge Belden in Kenosha, Wis., yes- 
terday morning, but his client, ex-Alderman 
John Gaster, charged with bribery, was far 
away. Both had been summoned to appear 
as the result of Mr. Furthmann’s threat to 
kill the District Attorney on Wednesday.

NO INCREASE IN THE COST. 


A charter revision which would give Chi- 
cago fifteen wards, fifteen high salaried 
Aldermen, who would be assistants to the 
heads of city bureaus, and a small number 
of Aldermen-at-Large, was suggested to the 
Hamilton club at its dinner last night by 
Judge Hanecy. 

Claimi at the smal! salaries of present 
Aldermen are inducements to wrong doing; 
Judge Hanecy outlined a plan by which the 


men, able to give all their time to their work, 
at the same cost at which seventy Aldermen 
now serve. 

His suggestion to the club was that It ap- 
point a committee of lawyers and that this 
committee prepare a new charter. The 
charter, he said, could be taken before the 
Legislature at its next session and after- 
wards before the people. President Munger, 
at the conclusion of Judge Hanecy's talk, an 
nounced that the Executive committ 
would consider the suggestion at its next 
meeting, and that the committee would prob- 
ably be appointed. 


Too Old to Repair Leaks. 

“The City Treasury at present is like an 
old retten boiler with a lot of old rotten tubes 
and pipes,” said Judge Hanecy. “ The city 
could never get enough money in this to fill it. 
It leaks too rapidly and the pipes which dis- 
burse the money are too risty and worn. 
They cannot hold any amount. Enough 
steam to run the city could not be got In 
this boiler. It would blow up. It is of-no 
use to talk of more money from taxes until 
you have fixed the channels by which it is 
expended. 

“What Chicago needs is a new charter, 
and there is an easy way togetit. This club 
can secure it for the city. You are better 
able to undertake such a work than any 
other body in Chicago. There are- many 
things for which a new charter might pro- 
vide, but none of more importance than that 
of getting better methods of expending 


money. 

“This charter should contain a provision 
for a city of fifteen wards. There are too 
many Aldermen in the City Council. You 
will not remedy the matter even if you elect 
the Republican candidate in the First Ward 
and defeat the ‘ Bathhouse.” We havea 
larger proportion of good men in the Council 
now than we have had for ten years, but as 
long as you have the sent system you will 
have corrupt Aldermen. They will creep in.

Kruger Had Become an Insuperable 


ObstaMe to Union in South Africa. 


an Anti-Union Minority Was Grow- 
ing Up, and at That Time Tremen~ 
dous Financial Support Was Avail- 
able—Dying Words “ So Little Done, 
So Much to Do.” 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, March 27.—Cecil Rhodes never 
publicly avowed the reasons why he organ- 
ized the Jameson raid. They are now set 
forth in his own words by one of his biogra- 

phers. He quotes Mr, Rhodes as saying: 


‘There were three reasons. In the first 
place, I found that old Kruger was an insu- 
perable obstacle to the on of south Africa, 


even for commercial purposes and for the 
development of the country. I tried him in 
every way I could on @igat you may call 
Afrikander principles, but it was of no use, 
and so long as he ruled the Transvaal the 
brake was put on all progress in south Af- 
rica. 


“The second reason was that there was an 
English-speaking minority opposed to Kru- 
ger, but at least as much opposed to seeing 
south Africa under the British flag, That 
was then a small minority, but a growing 
one, and, if left to develop, it would have be- 
come a majority. When the hour came to 
get rid of Kruger that would have balked the 
policy for which I had struggled all my life— 
to make south Africa an integral part of the 
British Empfre. 

“The third reason was, you cannot make 
revolutions in these days without money 
and I had at my command at that time & 
combination of millionaires ready to support 
me whom I might never be able to get to- 
gether again.’ 

Will to Be Published Soon. 

The executors of the late Cecil Rhodes are 
Lord Rosebery, Earl Grey, Alfred Beit, a 
director of the British Chartered South 
Africa company; Mr. Mitchell, 
Hawksley, counsel for the British Chartered 
South Africa company, and Dr. Jameson. 

The original will of Mr. Rhodes is in Lon- 
don, and will be published shortly. 


Funeral to Be on April 2. 

CAPE TOWN, March 27.—The prepara- 
tions for the state funeral of Ceci! Rhodes, 
which will take place here on April 2, are 
already in progress. Flags are at half-mast 
everywhere. 

Those who attended the sick bed say Mr. 
Rhodes continually sorrowed over the fact 
that he left so much unaccomplished. ‘ So 
littie done, so much to do,”’ was the expres- 
sion which he used more than once. 

During Mr. Rhodes’ lilness all kinds of novel 
means were utilized to counteract the trying 
heat. Boxes of ice were let into the roof of 
the seaside cottage, at Muizenberg, where 
he died yesterday. Punkas were continually 
kept in motion and extra windows were cut 


in the walls. 
Aneurism Found in Heart. 


_A post-mortem examination of the body of 
Mr. Rhodes revealed that he had an ex- 
tensive aneurism of the heart. The body 
has been placed in a coffin. The surgical op- 
erations to relieve dropsy prevented its being 
embalmed. The remains will lie in state at 
Groot Schur from Saturday to Monday, and 
the public will be admitted to view it. 
Thereafter it will be removed to the House 
of Parliament, whence it will be borne in 
procession on Thursday to the Cathedral, 
where services will be held. 

Then it will be conveyed by special train to 
Kimberley, and from there to Buluwayo, and 
thence to the Matoppo Hills. Mr. Rhodes 
selected the place for his interment during 
his last visit to the hills, and he gave definite 
instructions to Mr. Baker, an architect, re- 
garding his wishes. 


Burial Place His Own Choice. 


. The place of burial is beneath a natural 


cairn of giant bowlders on the summit of 
a kopje adjoining the one where Major Allan 
Wilson's force made their last stand against 
the Matabeles in 1893, when Major Wilson 
and all his party were killed. The date of the 
actual interment is uncertain owing to its 
being necessary to make a road from Bula- 
wayo to the place of burial. 

There is now only a bridle path running 
there. This work, which will occupy a 
month, was begun today. 

General Mourning at Kimberley. 

KIMBERLEY, Cape Colony, March 27 
Probably no other place in the world sho 
more general and more® sincere signs of 
mourning for Mr. Rhodes than the ‘“ Dia- 
mond City,’’ as Kimberley is termed. The 
stores are closed, the flags are at half mast, 
the offices of the De Beers company are 
draped in black, and all the mines are closed 
down. 

Arrangements have been made for a me- 
morial service on March 30, and a special 
delegation of citizens of Kimberley will at- 
tend the funeral of Mr. Rhodes at Cape 
Town.

The head of an iron firm is anonymously 
quoted by the Daily Mail as saying that he 
had been approached by influential men with 
the view to the amalgamation of sixteen of 
the largest constructional firms on the 
Clyde, in the Midlands, andin South Wales, 
with the possible inclusion of eight others, 
the object being to combine with important 
mills in Germany, France, and Belgium. 
There was a hitch a fortnight ago, but this 


has since been overcome, and the result of 


negotiations on the continent is now being 
awaited. 
European Praise for Rhodes. 


Englishmen accustomed to tirades from 
the continent on the subject of the 


Jameson raid are amazed at the 
worldwide tributes to the unique great- 
ness of Cecil Rhodes. Even leader 


writers here were constrained by the mem-- 
ories of the parliamentary inquiry to admit 
his complicity in the millionaires’ conspiracy 
against the Dutch republics, but now that 
the world’s press ranks him with Clive and 
Hastings as an empire builder they are 
suggesting the substitution of Westminster 
Abbey for his own place of burial in the 
Matopo Hills. A memorial service in the 
Abbey can only be arranged: with difficulty 
owing to the transition period for the corona- 
tion, but his own friends resent the idea 
that his grave can be anywhere except in 
Africa, somewhere between the Cape and 
Cairo. A memorial service has been or- 
dered at St. Paul's. 


Gossip of the Will. 


All reports respecting the terms of the will, 
public benefactions, and the disposition of 
the property left by Cecil Rhodes are pre- 
mature. One of his closest advisers tells me 
that the will was drawn by Hawksley, and 
has remained in London. The provisions of 
the will may not be disclosed for a week or 
ten days. Those intimate with Hawksley 
are confident that Rhodes’ mining and other 
investments have been pooled and left en 
bloc as a ‘trust for the benefit of south Africa. 
Alfred Beit and Hawksley are probably asso- 
ciated in this trust, and there will be no 
financial disturbance in consequence of 
Rhodes’ death. The steadiness of the south 
-African market indicates that this belief is 
widely entertained. Those who were closely 
associated with Cecil Rhodes in his lifetime 
do not expect special bequests. They as- 
sert that it was one of his cardinal principles 
that personal] service should be well recom- 
pensed during life and that the bulk of his 
fortune should be reserved for public pur- 
poses in south Africa. ; 


Canada to Erect an Arch. 


One of the most effective street decora- 
tions will be a Canadian arch of grain, em- 
blematic of the agriculture and resources of 
the Dominion, and similar to the one at 
Winnipeg so much admired by the Prince of 
Wales. Lord Strathcona will present the 
proposal of the Ottawa government to the 
Westminster council after Easter, and Lord 
Onslow as chairman will undoubtedly dis- 
play sympathy for the colonies by accepting 
it and-availing himself of the service Of the 
Canadian decorators. Lord Strathcona has 
already received a request from the council 


}to submit decorative designs for the Cana- 


dian arch. 


Money Distributed. 


The ancient ceremony of distributing 
Maundy money was observed with all the 
old world picturesqueness at Westminster 
Abbey yesterday. In most details the func- 
tion was identical with that established in 
the past and confirmed in unbroken cus- 
tom. Sixty-one old men and women, the 
number corresponding with the age of the 
sovereign, received benefactions, and in 
addition there were eight survivors from 
Victoria's list. The distributions amounted 
to £2 10s each woman and £ 5s to each 
man, in lfeu of cleshing, and in addition a 
purse containing as many pence as the 
King’s years of age in silver pennies, two 
pences, three pences, and four pences. The 
recipients afterwards found many pur- 
chasers for the Maundy money, most of them 
being Americans.

The largest. number.of lilies ever seen in 
Chicago in one group will be displayed at the 
north end of the Lincoln Park flower-house 
on Easter. A consignment of 1,500 white 
potted lily buibs were imported from Japan 
by the park board especially for this dis- 
play.

Conference Called by Concilia- 
tion Committee Lasts 
Over Four Hours, 


OWNERS STAND ‘FIRM. 


Will Not Consent to Increas:d 
Pay, Shorter Hours, or Union- 
izing of All Properties. 


AGREEMENT AT PEORIA. 


New York, March 27.—Mine Workers and 
mine owners of the anthracite fields debated 
their differences for four hours today in a 
conference arranged by the Conciliation 
committee of the National Civic federation 
without result, sav@ that the workers agreed 
not to strike on April 1 as decreed at the 
Shamokin convention. te 

There is to be further friendly discussion 
between the two Interests, and Senator Han 
nha was empowered to call another conf 
ence at any favorable time within the next 
thirty days. The workers asked for an in- 
crease in pay, a shortening of the workin 
cay to eight hours, and the adopticn of /a 
scale for the éntire district. ‘The operators 
aeclined to grant the demands as to time 
pay and refused to permit the complete 
unionizing of their properties. They oftered 
to meet employés with grievances at any 
time, but insisted that there be no distinction 
between union and non-union men. The 
operators contended that the higher pay and 
shorter day demanded would represent a 
wage increase o: 23 per cent, which com- 


Miners and Operators Present. 

The operators present were W. H. Trues- 
dale, President of the Delaware, Lackawen- 
na and Western raiiroad; E. B. Thomas, 
chairman of the Board of the Erie railroad: 
George 8S. Baer of the Reading railroad, and 
Robert Olyphant, President of the Delaware 
and Hudson company; while the spokesmen 
for the miners were John Mitcheil, President 
of the United Mine Workers’ association; 
and the District Presidents, Nicholls, John 
Fahey, and Thomas Duffy. 


Ultimatum of the Operators. 


The Presidents of the coal companies out- 
lined three propositions and said that under 
no circumstances would they recede from 
them. The propositions were as follows: 

** First—There should be no distinction be- 
tween union and non-union men. . 

** Second—That the officiais of the com- 
panies would meet committees consisting of 
employés to discuss and adjust all griev- 
ances. The members of the committees must 
be persons in the employ of the companies, 
but the matter of their appointment would 
not.be inquired into either as to their re- 
lgion, politics, or membership in labor or- 
ganizations. 

“Third—The coal must be prepared to 
meet the market requirements and that the 
output of the mines must be maintained at 
their productive capacity, and in no way be 
interfered with.”’ 

The Presidents made the point that the 
ultimatum of the union to strike on Aprill 
did not give proper time for a discussion of 
the differefiices éxisting and seemed like a 
threat held over them. 


Hanna Expects an Agreement. 

When Senator Hanna came from the con- 
ference-room he said: 

“ The miners’ representatives have pledged 
themselves to withdraw the threat of a par- 
tial strike on April 1. Both sides are to take 
time to consider the representations made

“ Asset circulation,”’ said he, “is only an- 
other form of credit. It cannot therefore 
serve the purpose of an emergency currency. 
It will only tend to increase the disproportion 
between the demand HMabilities amd actual 
cash existent. What we want is something 
to help us out of a panic when we are in one, 
not an asset currency to help us into a panic 
when we are out of one.”’ 


PLANNING TO SINK THE BOLIVAR 


Insurgent Cruiser Ordered Out of 
British Harbor—Three Veneguelan 
G@unboats Ready to Attack.

‘Beet Sugar Cuban raw sugar be coupled 
Suggestion. with a reduction of the 
duty on all refined qugar 

- Wherever made comes, of course, from a beet 
sugar man who is anxious to defeat all leg- 
islation for the relief of the Cuban planters, 
This suggestion is an attempt to utilize the 
populer feeling of dislike for the sugar 
trust to the injury of the Cubans. The duty 
On refined sugar is too high, It is so much 
in excess of the duty on raw sugar ae to 
enable the sugar trust toynake undue profits. 
To the extent that the duty on refined sugar 
may be lowered, the consumers will get 
cheaper sugar, while the reduction of the 
duty on Cuban raw sugar will have no effect 
on the price of refined sugar. The only re- 
suit will be that the Cuban producers will 


- get more for their sugar. Some day the 


duty on refined sugar wil! be lowered, but it 
Cannot be done at this time. The sugar 
trust ie too strongly fortified. It hae friends 
atcourt. Thére are in each party influential 
men who see to it that the trust comes to 
no harm. ‘Whichever party has revised the 
tari@, putting duties up or down, the trust 
aliwgys. has come out on top. There have 
been times when it seemed as if it could not 
come out of the tariff battle unscathed, but 
at the last moment it has been’ victorious, 
If an attempt were to be made now to reduce 
the duty on refined sugar it would be unsuc- 
cessful. The beet sugar men are aware of 
this and would oppose a reduction if they 
fancied one were likely. They expect noth- 
ing of the kind; and therefore propose a 
lowering of the duty on refined sugar, osten- 
sibly to strike at the sugar trust, but really 
to obstruct or defeat legislation for Cuba.

This is an old 
shop-worn device. It enables Representa- 
tives who seek re@lection to go before the 
voters without weakening their chances by 
voting for an unpopular measure. In the 
event of defeat, these Representatives, freed 
from all sense of responsibility, and influ- 
enced by financial or other reasons, will be 
at liberty to support the obnoxious measure. 
‘If this ship subsidy bill is permitted to 
slumber in the House it will become one 
of the lively issues of the campaign. Speak- 
ers on every stump will be asked to discuss 
it. The Republicans will be expected to 
defend it or convict their own party of 
that kind of a blunder which is nearly akin

Take the testimony on coffee, for instance, | 


One does not want to be too exacting. It 
has been known for some time that the sup- 
ply of Java and Mocha was inadequate to 
the demand. One was willing, therefore, to 
take a little Brazil] as an occasional substi- 
tute, even though one was aware that the 
dealer made an exceptional profit on it.. The 
Brazil coffee is a good coffee, as delicious 
and as deleterious as any. It is just as 
likely to stimulate the after dinner con- 
versation as is Java or Mocha itself. What 
conversation, however, can one expect from 
a mixture of cereals and molasses, or from 
the still more unholy union of peas and saw- 
dust? There will be a decline in Ameriean 
wit and humor if this sort of thing con- 
tinues. The worst feature of the case is 
that the adulteratiof#s mentioned are not 
employed locally and occasionally but gen- 
erally and continually. The public is out- 
witted every day in every city and village 
in the United States. | 

The same thing is true with regard to 
jelly. The representative of a wholesale 
grocery firm—from Chicago, by the way— 
testified that the jellies he sold were made 
from the skins and cores of apples mixed 
with glucose. The result was then put up 
in thirty-pound pails and sent out to cus- 
tomers with any label they preferred. The 
firm was good-natured about its labels. It 
deferred éntirely to the wishes of the cus- 
tomer, Before the passage of the State 
pure food laws jelly of this kind was sold 
at the rate of 1,000 pails a day. Now it 
has to be marked “ imitation jelly, colored,” 
and the sales have dropped to twenty pails 
aday. Honesty is not appreciated. . 

The moral! of all such revelations is that 
a federal pure food law is needed badly. 
It will be easier for the manufacturer to 
understand and comply with a general law 
than to adapt himself to the local and con- 
flicting laws of the individual States. It 
is also probable that a federal law will be 
enforced more strictly than a State law. Let 
the matter be settled by. Congress for the 
whole country and let there be an adequate 
corps of officials to make the settlement ef- 
fective, Let us not go on forever eating 
“strange flesh” and equally strange coffee 
and jelly, — 


TRUE MISSION OF THE THEATER. 

At present the theater is in the hands of 
the theatrical manager, who rune it to 
make a living and, if possible, a fortune out 
of it.

PATRICK FOUND GUILTY. 

The verdict in the Patrick case in New 
York City will not eome as a surprise to 
any one who has been following the daily 
accounts of the long trial. It is true that 
the chief witness for the prosecution was 
the man Jones, who actually committed the 
murder. Jones was nsed by Patrick as a 
tool. The two men were admirably fitted 
for their respective parts, Jones was a 
man of clay, of jelly, of putty, responsive 
and pliable. Patrick was a man of mind, 
of will, of nerve, steady and resolute. He 
was playing for high stakes—an estate 
worth $7,000,000, The villainy Patrick 
taught him Jones executed. When he 
chloroformed Rice, his aged and wealthy 
employer, he was acting under instructions, 
Everything, down to the minutest detail, 
had been arranged beforehand. 

All that Jones did was to obey orders. 
Where Patrick seems to have made his 
mistake was in trusting a man of this kind. 
Jones was amenable to Patrick, He was 
also amenable to the police. He had. be- 
trayed his benefactor. He betrayed his ac- 
complice, Honor among thieves is notice- 
able because of its infrequency. Jones saw 
a chance to save his life by turning State’s 
evidence. Accordingly he turned State’s 
evidence, He told the whole story from be- 
ginning to end, and his testimony was in 
itself conclusive in the opinion of the jury. 
It was corroborated, however, by strong 
circumstantial evidence, The prisoner 
could find no avenue of escape. Practically 
his only plea was that he had no motive for 
committing the crime with which he was 
charged, It was alleged in his behalf that 
the forged will which gave him the Rice 
estate gave it to him only in trust. But the 
forged checks, aggregating $85,000, that 
he presented at the bank' afford a sufficient. 
reason why he should have wished to have 
Rice out of the way. The jury found that 
its task was an unusually easy one. Unless 
there is a new trial and another decision, 
Patrick will go to the eleetric chair. 

Jones will escape with a lighter penalty. 
He is a murderer and ought to receive pun- 
ishment. The crime accomplished by Pat- 
rick and Jones together was so deliberate 
and so cold-blooded that the perpetrators 
of it cannot be considered fit to mingle with 
their fellow-men. They should be sepa- 
rated from the world either by death or 
confinement.

PELL DETAILS OF MERGER 


JOHN 8S. KENNEDY AND w. Pp. 
CLOUGH GIVE EVIDENCE. 


Banker Is Cross-Examined in Suit of 
Peter Power Against the Northern 
Pacific and Describes Formation of 
Securities Company—Denies There 
Was Any Intent to Control Rates~— 
Vice President of Holding Concern 
Explains Failure to Transfer Stocks, 


New York, March 27.—John 8. Kennedy, 
banker, was recalled today for cross-exam- 
ination in the hearing of the suit of Peter 
Power against the Northern Pacific railroad 
company. He said he bought a block of 
Northern Pacific stock, about $5,000 
worth, in 1896.. There was no agreement on 
his part with any one as to how he was to 
vote or sell his Northern Pacific stock. 

Mr. Kennedy said he held $10,000,000 of 
Great Northern stock, which was voted by 
James J. Hill on a proxy. The formation of 
the Northern Pacific was not dependent on 
the acquirement of either Great Northern or 
Northern Pacific. Mr. Kennedy said he had 
never heard of any agreement in the North- 
ern Securities company that any set of men 
were to control the company. He also said 
that, in the sale f Northern Pacific stock to 
the Northern Securities company, each 
stockholder acted for himself. 

The witness never heard there was any 
question or discussion to thé effect that the 
Northern Securities company was organized 
to acquire a majority of stock of both roads 
to maintain rates and control competition. 


Clough Tells of Transfer, 


W. P. Clough, Vice President of the North- 
ern Securities company, was then called. 
Mr. Boutelle of counsel for Power, ques- 
tioned hing 

* You have testified that a large amount of 
Great Northern stock was never transferred 
to the Northern Securities company. Will 
you explain this?’ 

* The purchase of about 500,000 shares was 
completed, but negotiations for about 300,000 
were not completed.’’ 

Mr. Clough declined to say whether the 
Northern Securities company had received 
dividends on the Great Northern stock held 
by it. Witness said $250,000,000 worth of 
Northerh Securities stock had been issued. 

Mr. Kellogg asked that Peter Power, the 
plaintiff in this suit, be produced at the next 
session. Reply was made that’ Mr. Power 
would be produced as soon as the direct tes- 
timony was in. It was then agreed the ad- 
journment today should be subject to the 
call of the examiner, and it was said it prob- 
ably will be three weeks before the next ses- 
sion would be held, E. H. Harriman is to be 
the next witness.

afford it are leaving“the country. 

The Norwegians have not been blind to 
what has been going on attheir door, They 
have seen the value to be placed in Russian 
piedges, and, realizing that they might be 
subjected to a similar fate in the event of 
their cutting themselves adrift King 
Oscar and from Sweden, they have of late 
shown themselves more conciliatory towards 
the sister kingdom and more loyal and more 
friendly to their sovereign ‘than at any mo- 
ment since the accession of King Oscar. 

At present they enjoy the most compiete 
autonomy, quite as much, indeed, es Hun- 
gary does. It is idle to expect that they 
would be ever permitted to retain anything 
of the kind in the event of their placing 
themselves under the protection of the Czar.

The Emperor repeatedly offered to ennob!e 
him, and had pressed him to accept the title 
of either Count or Baron, but the sturdy old 
man invariably declined the honor, feeling 
that, in the first place, no title could add any 
luster to his name, and, secondly, that the 
acceptance of a dignity of that kind would 
be entirely out of keeping with his revolu- 
tionary amtecedents. His brother, Louis 
Tieza, was, however, ‘granted the title of 
Count in reeognition of his services in re- 
building the Town of Szegedin after its de- 
struction by floods, some twenty years ago,

When the Turks 
were driven out of the country the lands, in- 
stead of being restored to their original own- 
ers, were coolly appropriated by one of the 
victorious Generals, the royal Duke of Mo- 
dena. The Tisza of the day, Ladielas by 
name, sought redress in the courts, and ob- 
tained a judgment in his favor. It was car- 
ried from one court to another In appeal until, 


after having obtained at least two dozen de- 
cisione, each in favor of the Tiszas, the 
grandson of old Ladialas finally brought the 
matiter before the so-called Royal Curia, 
which in those days constituted the supreme 
tribunal of the kingdom, and without the 
sanction of which the decrees of the lower 
eourts could not be executed. As the lands 
had now passed from the hands of the Duke 
of Modena into those of the imperial house of 
Hapeburg, the Judges were naturally disin- 
clined to take any steps in the matter. 
Nothing daunted, the Tiszas took it in turn 
to sit day after day from morning till night 
at the entrance of the judgment ha!l of the 
Curia, never permitting one of the Judges of 
the latter either to enter or leave the place 
without apostrophizing him with the ex- 
clamation: “‘ Will you not kindly take my 
ease into consideration?’ ‘This towards the 
end of a couple of years ended by becoming 
such a perfect nightmare to the Judges that 
they finally appealed in despair to the Em- 
press Marta Theresa, threatening to resign 
in a body unless they were freed from this 
species of persecution. ; 
The Empress, seeing that the Tiszas had 
the right on their side, and that public sen- 
timent in Hungary wae all in their favor re- 
garding the confiscation of their estates by 
the Duke of Modena, as a typical plece of 
Austrian tyranny and spoliation, opened up 
negotiations with the family, and in consid- 
eration of their withdrawing their plea and 
their claim es far as the courts were con- 
cerned conferred upon them a number of 
crown lands, comprising the villages of 
Geszt and Mezo Gyan, as well as immense 
tracts of pusta, as the prairies are called in 
Hungary.

When We asked 
them to make their complaints in writing so 
‘we would have something definite on which 
to work they declined through fear that they

Readers of THE TRIBUNE will recall two 
series of articles published in its columns 
within the last three years, written by Miss 
Kellor, giving some of the results of her 
labors in the field of criminal sociology, now

iss Kellor is a graduate student in the 
University of Chicago, whose assiduous 
and intelligent labors in her chosen field 
of scientific research have already won her 
the warm commendation of experts and spe- 
cial students. 

The present volume, ‘‘ Experimental So- 
ciology,’’ bears the subhead “ Delinquents ” 
on the title page, describing the particular 
division of the subject here treated and 
»hinting, perhaps, of others to follow, The 
main character of the work is descriptive 
of present-day methods in the study of the 
unfortunate and delinquent classes of s0- 
ciety. whose annals are written in the rec- 
ords of the police courts, and the annual 
reports of all charitable and punitive insti- 
tutions. The first chapter gives a brief

Cream of celery soup, five cents; lamb stew 
and peas, five cents; macaroni and cheese, 
five cents; bread and butter sandwich, two 
cents; buttered roll, two cents; ice cream, 
five cents; chocolate cake, two cents; bana- 
nas, three cents; apples, three cents; cocoa, 
five cents; milk, five cents; coffee, five cents. 


Two Prices for Coffee. 


While cocoa and coffee are not cheap on 
the bill of fare, it is because many pupils are 
expected to bring their lunches and order 
only the cocoa or coffee. For this reason, 
too, the cups are generous when ordered 
alone. Any one wishing a smaller cup of
